facilities, 

Specifically, we think the fol- 
lowing comments are in order, 


KEY CITIES 
In the several Florida Key 
Cities which fully performed the 
assigned duties, the Key City 
system worked extremely well. 
The overall operation was 
somewhat handicapped by the 
absence of so many Key Cities 
on so many nets, Represen- 
tation on Some nets was spora- 
dic, unpredictable or non-ex- 
istant. ; 
The problems seem to have 
fallen into two categories -- 
1---Inability to keep all 
HF nets covered at all times 
2---Failure of the local in- 
tercom net to function well 
The result was that the Key 
Cities which were firing on all 
cylinders became overloaded 
with duties they could have

been sharing with several other 
Key Cities, 

The heavy load of out-of- 
State traffic originated in all 
nets generally had to be trans- 
ferred to QFEN through a Key 
City leaison, This demonstre-. 
ted: 

1---Key City VHF inter- 
com nets do not have un- 
limited capacity even when 
they’re in good working order 
and: 

2---Too few Key Cities had 
good intercom systems going 
during this exercise, 

This helped to contribute to 
the traffic jam of inter-state 
traffic and suggests that we 
might consider developing some 
kind of systematic point-to- 


point arrangement to be incor- 
porated into both the Florida 
plan and the NTS, 


THE PRECEDENCE SYSTEM 

The new, simplified message 
Precedence System was appar- 
ently observed mostly in the 
breach, 

Although nearly all messages 
carried the proper designator 
in the proper place in the pre- 
amble, NCS all too often dis- 
patched his listed traffic with- 
out regard to precedence, 

A recommendation to NCS 
in the future would be to clear 
the PRIORITY hook of every 
station before beginning work on 
the ROUTINE backlog, No sta- 
tion with PRIORITY traffic still 


A real boost to the men on our high seas! 


on his hook should ever be tied 
up handling ROUTINE traffic. 
Not on a heavily loaded emer- 
gency net, anyway. 

Strict observation of this rule 
would, alone, have eased per- 
haps 50 per cent of the over- 
load on OFEN/NTS (Key Cities, 

The ARRL Precedence sys- 
tem has onetremendous virtue, 
by comparison with the now- 
discarded Florida system, It 
is uniformly used, nation-wide. 
A secondary advantage is that 
it is much simpler. 

In fact, for full-emergency 
use, it is, perhaps, too sim- 
ple. In the near future, Florida 
SKIP will carry a Florida mod- 
ification of this system, for use 
only in emergencies,

DX in FLORIDA 
by C.J. Bolvin, W4LVV 


Another of the **most asked 
questions’’ regarding working DX 
is ‘what is the best ree 
ceiver? How ._ much power 
-s-and what is the best antenna?’’ 
In other words, what equipment 
is really necessary for running 
up a good DX score? 

Actually, these questions can 
be answered much easier than 
it might at first appear. 

First, the receiver is any ree 
ceiver which has good bande 
spread, reasonably good selecte 
ivity, and has good stability. Dial 
accuracy should be such that you 
can set it to a Selected fre. 
quency and know it is right withe 
in a few kilocycles. It may seem 
that these specifications have 
automatically ruled out all but 
the most modern sets. Not truce. 
receivers ten to twenty years 
old are doing a fine job. Old 
HRO’s, Super-Pro’s, HQ-129X’s, 
SX-28’s, BC348’s can be found 
on the operating desk of many a 
top DXer. 

Many of these have been cone 
verted to a double conversion 
receiver by the simple addition 
of a ‘*Q-fiver’’ low frequency 
**Command’’ receiver. This ree 
quires no actual modification to 
the basic receiver and greatly 
improves the selectivity. In some 
cases it also provided increased 
gain fer a set which in itselfis 
a lacking in intermediate free 
quency stage gain. 

Stability in many of these old 
sets can be improved by addi- 
tion of voltage regulator tubes in 
the power supply, particularly 
for voltages feeding the oscillae 
tor and screens of the other tubes, 
Dial accuracy canbe ‘*‘tied down’’ 
by using a 100 kc marker crystal 
oscillator. Here again, this can 
be outboard and fed into the 
antenna when needed. 

One of the best wavs to ime 
prove stability, and to improve 
over all performance is to turn 
on the receiver---and leave it on! 
When not operating, turn offtheB 
plus. Some receivers are so dee 
Signed that the B plus switch 
leaves voltage onthe oscillator... 
so much the better! After a few 
days, the whole receiver may 
need a ‘*touch-eup’”? realignment, 
but thereafter (in most parts of 
Florida) the receiver will be 
*‘hotter’? in sensitivity and drift 
will be regligible, 

One caution---some power 
transformers are ‘*weak-kneed’’ 
and will need plenty of ventila- 
tion. Be sure the receiver has 
a fuse in the primary--etwo or 
three ampSee-so if anything goes 
wrong while you are not in the 
shack, there wil be no ‘‘cleane- 
up’? job. During the first few 
weeks (perhaps days!), especiae 
lly in the older sets, a few by- 


passes may go, and it is just 


as well that they do as they have 
been ‘*leaking’’ and causing poor 


performance. 
About this time, someone asks 


*¢but doesn’t this run up the light: 


bill?’’, At W4LVV, an HRO-50- 
T1 has been running for 12 years, 
Power costs are estimated at 
one dollar a month and for this, 
the results are less tube replace. 
ment costs (tubes last longer 
when left on continuously!), ale 
most zero parts replacement 
(parts last much longer when 
operated at a continuously stable 
temperature and excellent re 
ceiver preformance, including 
stability quite satisfactory for 
SSB. 


As for what is the best ane: 


tenna ---this has a simple answe 
er, too. ANY BEAM is better 
than a simple dipole, ‘‘long wire’’ 
or vertical. The beam does not 
have to be rotary: but it helps 
greatly. If a rotary beam is out 
of the question, study the possie 
bility of one or two fixed beams 
of the **W8JK’’ type. This is a 
bi-directional job. Try to locate 
the beam so that the two major 
lobes fall on the area where 
you will get the most DX, If a 
beam of any king is impossible 
to install, the next best is a 
groundeplane. It will be good for 
dx but very disappointing for 
**local?’ work. A good compro. 
mise antenna is the ‘tinverted 
Vee’’. 

**How much power’? e--is whate 
ever you have. Just be sure that 
it is getting into the antenna! 
Generally , powers much below 
100 watts will find it takes’a 
lot of patience and really good 
operating to run up a big score, 


but DXCC with less than 100. 


watts is not an unusual thing. 
A kilowatt makes it easier, but 
it may only run up the light bill 
if it isn’t backed up by an ef. 
ficient antenna and sharp operate 
ing. Many of the new commer. 
cially built rigs, including the 
‘*kit’’ sets, are very critical to 
feed-line matching, 50 ohms for 
most of them. To get the transe 
mitter to **see’’ this impedance 
means that the line MUST be 
matched at the antenna, and the 
antenna MUST be resonant.

It is usually a tedious 
job to get it ‘‘right’’ e-- and for 
some of the ‘‘triebanders’’ it is 
well-enigh impossible to get good 
matching on all three bands.

The basic concept of amateur 
radio as we practice it these 
days is a far cry from the 
concepts in the beginning. Per- 
haps if we would earnestly help 
promote amateur radio in for- 

gn countries instead of ex- 
pending all of our energies on 
promoting schemes such as 
restricted voice bands we could 
be more advanced in encourag- 
ing the amateur services in for- 
eign countries to pattern their 
procedures after our rules as 
provided by our Federal Com- 
munications Commission which 
have proved themselves an ad- 
vancement over the years since 
amateur radio beginning. 

To the amateurs that are 
working foreign operators, 
think of the effort these fel- 
low amateurs went to, to learn 
English so that they could use 
phone to talk to us, Very few 
_of us have ever taken the time 
or effort to learn their 
language, 

This does make it a one 
sided situation, Remember 
these efforts would improve our 
standing with foreign amateurs 
and this would also build pres- 
tige for ourselves and we would 
be accepted by their commun- 
icate’s who provide their rules 
and procedures, 

This might take a few pre- 
cious hours of your hamming 
but it would be also an advan- 
cement in our behalf to improve 

relations with different foreign 
countries, I know that this

American amateur gear. So 


would be asking a lot from you 
fellows but I am also sure that 
the benefits resulting from such 
endeavor would place us in a 
more desired position by our 
foreign amateurs and they would 
naturally desire more to im- 
prove their own services by 
adopting rules and procedures 
similar to our own, Then when 
our time came at the Geneva 
Conference there would be more 
countries that would vote with 
us instead of against us, What 
say fellow amateurs? 


A lot of Amateur equipment 
is manufactured here in the 
United States but most ama- 
teurs in foreign countries are 
unable to purchase gear be- 
cause our government has-im- 
posed such high tariff rates on 
export of electronic equipment, 
There is something you can 
do. Write your congressman 
(both the Senate and your Re- 
presentive’s) and request that 
the exhorbitant tariff rate on 
amateur gear be reduced, so 
foreign amateurs may improve 
their equipment by being able 
to purchase equipment in the 
States. Or perhaps different 
countries may establish Elec- 
supply houses with 


their local amateurs may pur- 
chase and use equipment simi- 
lar to the way we ourselves 
use it. This also would be a 
step in the right direction to get 
cooperation from different for- 
eign countries at the Geneva 
Conference, 


If we don’t commence soon 
to be more cooperative with 
foreign countries in the com- 


munication field, so wecanhelp 
_ ourselves at a later date, well . 


we will have passed up one of 
the best opportunities that the 
amateurs will haveto hold those 
favorite frequencies that we all 
really think are OURS, 


There are several more 
countries that will be voting at 
the next Geneva Conference and 
we don’t want to be standing 
alone when the time comes.

DX RECORD 


Electronics Design News re- 
ports that a group of radio am- 
ateurs, members of the newly 
formed club at Electro-Optical 
Systems, Inc., have set a re- 
cord for audio transmission us- 
ing a laser, The transmission 
was over a distance of 118 miles 
with a laser output of 125 mil- 
liwatts. Transmission for this 
distance at equal power level 
has never been accomplished 
by any other transmission med- 
ium. 

The laser beam was colli- 
mated by a 10 power telescope 
built by cltb members and the 
laser was excited and modulated 
by a 100 watt amateur trans- 
mitter, The transmitter-ex- 
citer was operated at a fre- 
quency of 28,62 mc, The test 
took place in the Mojave Desert 
between the Panamint and San 
Gabriel mountains, this being 
the only available spot for line- 
of-sight transmission, The op- 
tical alignment of the equipment 
over this distance was a major 
problem, but was accomplishec 
without the aid of precision 
equipment. A misalignment of 
0,030’ at the transmitter re- 
salted in a deviation of 1/1C 
mile at the receiver, A six 
meter contro! link was used for 
setting up the sites. The width 
of the laser beam at 118 miles 
was 150 feet.

COMMUNICATING 
BY 
WA4FJF and WA4FIJ- 


Emergency communications, 
as evidenced by the many pro- 
blems which arose during the 
last SET, seem in some in- 
stances to bear very little re- 
semblance to the plans as Set 
forth on paper, Circuits which 
could be covered in former 
years with a minumum of equip- 
ment have now become night- 
mares of QRN and QRM from 
long. skip conditions, traffie-te- 
long skip conditions, traf- 
fic loads have become heavier, 
and delivery requirements have 
become more stringent. Yet, 
the same old methods are be- 
ing used in the attempt to pro- 
vide emergency communica- 
tions to a large group of our 
public service agencies, 

What steps should be taken 
in order to improve the ama- 
teur radio emergency commun- 
ications capability? Let’s ex- 
amine the problems and seek 
to find the answers, remember- 
igg at all times that the ul- 
i. goal is to provide the 
best possible emergency com- 
munications circuits, not to bog 
down in a time wasting discus- 
sion of personal operating pre- 
ferences, 

The ideal means of getting 
the most signal out of a given 
amount of power is, without a 
question, through the use of 
CW. Even the most died-in- 
wool hard-headed phone man 
wili admit this. CW, however, 
presents problems _ in both 
intra- and inter- state nets 
which are extremely difficult 
to resolve, not the least of 
which is the availability of a 
hard core of trained, efficient 
traffic handlers, Another major 
consideration, primarily in in- 
trastate nets, is the handling 
of direct communications bet- 
ween CD or Red Cross offic- 
ials - a phone patch using CW 
is hardly desirable. Next, in 
our smaller counties (ham- 
wise, at least) there are per- 
haps only one or two public 
service minded amateurs who 
are willing to give up their 
personal time and operating 
convenience to work in emer- 
gency communications, Many 
times these stations can be pre- 
vailed upon to at least monitor 
a frequency for long periods 
of time on a ‘ speaker watch’ 
and be available on short not- 
ice if called on phone, In ad- 
dition, non-ham friends or fam- 


ily can be pressed into ser- 
vice as a ‘listen for my call’ 
watch for the times when the 
operator must be absent, 

How can we squeeze the most 
effective communications from 
every watt of that emergency 
power generator or car battery? 
What is the easiest way to re- 
duce the amount of QRN and 
QRM at the receiver? What 
operating techniques (as cur- 
rently practiced) require the 
least amount of onthe air time? 
What mode of operating gener- 
ates the least amount of QRM? 
What mode of operating gives 
a measureable increase in talk 
power for the same DC input? 
The answer, if you haven’t 
guessed by now, is single side- 
band, For you AM’ers - don’t 
get mad and stop reading right 
here, Think of the AM net 
operations during the last SET. 
Not the VHF nets, but the 75 
meter nets A and B, Think 
back to how many times it was 
possible to copy an SSB sta- 
tion in the 200 watt/ PEP 
class, when an AM station in 
the same DC power class was 
virtually unreadable. 

Although it is commonly as- 
sumed that communications 
should be possible at all times 
over distances of 50 to 75 miles 
on 75 meter phone, the last 
SET showed us this is not true, 
For several stations in Net B, 
nearly all night-time traffic had 
to be passed to them by a SSB 
Station in order to cut through 
the QRM.* The advantages of 
using narrower bandwidths in 
the receiver should be self- 
evident, and require no dis- 
cussion. It does seem a bit 
Strange - but true, however - 
that the SSB stations were also 
the ones able to copy the weak 
AM stations with the least 
amount of difficulty. 

If we accept the factor of 4 
to 1 in the power advantage 
of SSB over AM, then we can 
easily come to the conclusion 
that the same 500 watt gener- 
ator will provide much more 
communication power to anSSB 
transmitter than to an AM rig, 
and also power the station re- 
ceiver. If operation were li- 
mited to the use of a car bat- 
tery and associated system, 
would it not be better to get 
on the air once an hour, clear 
your traffic with a minimum 
number of repeats, and thenget 
off the air rather than spend 
the whole hour trying to cut 
through poor conditions? 


Those operating practices 
which are commonly attributed 
to the SSB operator can very 
easily be adopted by any phone 
operator with perhaps only 
minor changes in the station 
layout. Single switch, or even 
VOX operation is not hard to 
arrange, and speeds up traf- 
fic handling. Probably the big- 
gest time waster on phone to- 
day is over-identification. Lis- 
ten in on the SSB nets or round 
tables sometime, and see how 
much faster things are handled 
by identifying only when requir- 
ed to do so by the situation 
or by FCC rules, 

Not all operators or even all 
counties can afford KWM-2’s 
to provide the desiredSSB com- 
munications reliability, but with 
the multitude of new SSB equip- 
ment becoming available today, 
it is easier and more practic- 
able than ever before to get 
an SSB station going witha rea- 
sonable outlay of cash. SSB 
equipment is not impossible to 
build, although perhaps a bit 
more difficult to properly ad- 
just, than AM gear - but not 
that much harder, Thereis now 
available on the ham market 
a mechanical filter for $20, 
If that is too much, several 
hams in West Florida have had 
good success with home brew 
crystal filters and are more 
than willing to share their know- 


ledge for the asking, Heath 
SB-10’s are coming on the used 
market at reasonable prices and 
these units can be mated with 
almost any transmitter, For 
the ham whose operation is 
mostly confined to one band or 
for the county who cannot af- 
ford KWM-2’s, how about the 
new single band Heath SSB 
transceivers? These units are 
hard to beat at less than $200 
for transmitter, receiver, mi- 
crophone, power supplies (2), 
and antenna, 

Keep in mind that the power 
used up in a modulator sec- 
tion of a medium power AM rig 
could, in many cases, power 
a VHF intercom station - some- 
thing else to think about when 
talking about emergency com- 
munications on emergency po- 
wer, 

Consideration should begiv- 
en to setting up one good SSB 
station to a community or 
county, and then using that sta- 
tion as a central operating point 
for the phone net, Personnal 
can be pooled for relief opera- 
tors, and it has the added ad- 


vantage of retaining all records 
and traffic files at one central 
location. A VHF intercom link 
to the CW net station is a 
valuable adjunct in any iu 
tion, both for cross-filing o 
traffic and for keeping in touch 
with the overall situation. 


Our plans for emergency 
communications must be made 
to provide for the most effic- 
ient communications possible 
for extended periods of time 
and over a wide range of op- 
erating conditions, serving 
effectively a large number of 
interests, The shift to SSB 
would greatly facilitate serving 
these interests,

ARRL correspondence ine 
dicates that a number of amae 
teurs have become concerned 
over the case of Charles A, § 
man, K3IOP, of Elizab 
Pennsylvania. Because of earlier 
TVI difficulties, Seaman was ree 
cently issued his General Class 
license, upgraded from Techni. 
cian, with an FCC restriction 
prohibiting his use of the 50-Mc,. 
band. 

The League has been aware 
of the Seaman matter for almost 
a year, involving Director Cros. 
sley, several of his assistants, 
the local TVI committee, the 
Hq., and General Counsel Booth, 
But like so many other serious 
TVI cases, local personality and 
political aspects were dominant 
in the early stages, including 
at one time a threat of Congres. 
sional legislation aimed at broad 
restrictions on the amateur 
service. We felt it inadvisable 
to publish at that time what would 
necessarily (because of the time 
lag in publication) be as income 
plete report on developments in 
a highly-delicate situation. The 
matter has more recently been 


steered to the proper track of 
a factual appraisal rather that 


one of personalities and emo. 
tions. Accordingly, the essence 
of this report to you will also 
appear in February QST.
